Now, these are the terms we otfer you: We will ns-
sume the elaims and settie with our own people, kod
we will take from you all your proviuees north of
us.  They are onty nburden to you, and must saoner
or later gravitate to us, We want them now to
et rld of the expente pnd uanoyance of keesping up
custoin-honses on a frontler lue of 4060 miles, and
to rettie the troublee abont the tsheries W do
not propose, however, that yon should barter them
away or aliandon them in any dlshonorable man-
ner.  We will have a plebise fturm, and we will agree
1o thke only such provincees as ahall freely eloct
to joln  the Unired States.  Bat  the vate
must be taken by provinees, for we will have
nothing to do with yoar Dominion, which you
put up to muke an anfriendly power onm  our
northern border, when you thought we should have
o powerful enemy at the South in the successfl
Confederate States. When the vote is taken, which
ust be done without the asslstance o your (Fove
ernment ngents, we will givee vou a receiptia fall

of sll elpis we have ngainst you, and tage ony
such provinees as vote ave unon the ipestion,  ‘This
wo onirsider a very liberal olier on onr part, and it (s
our uitimatum. 17 you do not accept it we propose
to Bght.

Such a course on the part of the administra-
tion, General Butler §s confident, would electrify
the whole country, and bring guch a powerful
publie sentiment to the support of the President
that his re-election would be sure Lo follow.
England, he thivks, would come to our terms at
unee, when she found we were In earnest, and
determined to enforee them. There would be
vo war, for England dare not to go to war with
any firgt-c¢lags power, The provinces would vote
to join us, or i only one or two of them
shonld, we should bave got in the entering
wedge: the Dominion would be eplit in pleces,
and the other provinces would be sure to come
to us in o year or two. With a few millions we
could pay the people whose property was
uettally destroved by the British pleates, and
we would more than get it baek in a year by our
inerensed revenue from our enlarged domain
and our inereased commerce

It is understood that General Butler has
already urged these views upon the administra-
tion.

THE PRISCESS LOUISE.

Her Appronching Maorringe with the Marauals
ol Lorne.

A correepondent of the New York FEreening
Post writeg from London ns follows: —

The probability of a marriage between the
Marquis of Lorue and the Princezs Louise hins
for eome time been talked about in England. A
feeling has widely prevailed that as eligible
Protestant iprinees are hard to find, and every
vear has made the failureo: the male line of the
royal family less likely, an alliauce with the
representative of one of the great historic
fawilies of the peersge wounld be very fit and
proper. The royal marriage act prohibiting
euch alliances, except with the consent of the
govereign, was pnesed in the reign of George the
Third, and had its origin in the very undesirable
connection formed by that monarceh’s brothers,
and the bickerings and jealousies which resulted
from them.

The Princess Lonise, in selecting a husband
among her mother's subjects, could scarcely
bave made a cholce less likely to canse jealousy
than iu fixing upon Lord Lorne. e belongs to
n famous historle house; he is pergonally de-
perving and perfectly unassuming: his matarnal
grandmother, the late Duchiess of Sutherland,
wag the Queen’s denrest friend, and her com-
panion and consoler in the darkest hour of her
deep bereavement; and his mother has also en-
joyed alarge share of her sovereign's affection,

Although in point of rank and reputation
gecond 10 none in the British peerage, the house
of Argyll is in respect of wealth by no means in
fo advantageous & position, and the Princess's
cholee proves how elight an Importavce she and
Ler mother attach Lo money ag a means of hap-
dpess.  Jolim, Duke of Argvil, created also
yuke of Greenwich in Eogland, who plays so
prominent and picturesque o part in the *‘Heart
of Midlothian,” bad no son, and at his death a
large glice of his fortune was divided amsng his
daughters, The eldest marsied the heir of the
then Duke of Bucclench, carrying considerable
wenlth into that family. This circumstance,
togetber with the reckless extravagance of sub-
sequent holders of the title, has tended congi-
dernbly to reduce the once princely revenues of
the Dukes of Argyvll. IHowever, the present
peer s go prudent and sensible a man, and real
cstnte in Seotland increnses so steadlly in value,
that prebably another twenty years will see his
vast properiy in o great degree free from incum-
bravees and adeqguate to support the diguity of
the pew alliance.
